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 A Message from the Governor

Our veterans bring admirable qualities to the civilian workforce: a
strong work ethic, excellent problem solving capabilities, specialized
training, and critical leadership skills. However, many veterans still face
challenges when translating their military experience into marketable
skills for a civilian career. And many employers find it difficult to identify
and hire veteran applicants.

The O'Malley-Brown Administration set a goal to achieve full
employment for veterans, and this summer through Operation Hire:
Maryland's 100 Day veterans Hiring Challenge, 185 employers
participated and hired over 360 veterans. This campaign built upon
Maryland’s Veterans Full Employment Act of 2013, which removes
certain employment barriers facing veterans and their families.

Across Maryland, Veteran Employment Representatives at American
Job Centers are actively working to link veterans with employers. In
FY2014, more than 12,000 veterans have already been served at the
Job Centers and more than 5,300 veterans have been served by the
Maryland Workforce Exchange or One-Stop Career Centers.

As we honor our nation's veterans this November, let's not only thank
them for their service, but also ensure that we're supporting them as
civilians.

Maryland Named a Top Ten State for Energy Efficiency

For the fourth consecutive year, Maryland
has been named a top ten state by the
American Council for an Energy-Efficient
Economy (ACEEE). Its annual State Energy
Efficiency scorecard benchmarks the
progress of state energy efficiency policies
and programs. Under Governor O’Malley’s
leadership, Maryland has risen from the #20
spot in 2006 to its current position at #9.

Governor O’Malley has made energy efficiency a priority. One of the

O’Malley-Brown Administration’s 16 strategic goals is reducing both per

capita peak demand and per capita electricity consumption in Maryland by

15 percent by 2015. As of 2013, peak demand is down 14.6 percent and

per capita consumption is down 10.1 percent. Additionally, as a result of

the State’s energy efficiency efforts, Marylanders have saved $3.2 billion

in lifetime energy costs.

Combating Domestic Violence in Maryland     

Last month, Governor O'Malley visited the
YWCA of Annapolis and Anne Arundel
County as part of the "Governing for
Results" series to highlight the
O'Malley-Brown Administration's goal to
drive down violent crimes committed against
women and children by 25 percent by 2012.

Between 2006 and 2012, juvenile homicides were driven down 44
percent and female homicides were driven down 9 percent, reaching a
total 26 percent drop from 2006 levels. In 2013, the O’Malley-Brown
Administration renewed its commitment by setting a new goal to drive
down violent crime against women and children an additional 25
percent by 2018, compared to 2012 levels. 

During his visit, Governor O'Malley also announced $2.3 million in
grants to organizations across Maryland under the federal Violence
Against Women Act (VAWA). The grants from the STOP VAWA Grant
Program will fund 73 projects by 57 organizations in every region of the
state.

 Innovation Maryland: Governor O'Malley is
named Cybersecurity Leader

Last month, The Center for Digital
Government honored Governor O'Malley
with the Cybersecurity Leadership and
Innovation Lifetime Achievement Award,
highlighting Maryland's commitment to
growing and strengthening the cybersecurity
industry in the state.

Under the O'Malley-Brown Administration, Maryland implemented the
National Governors Association’s “Call for Action” for cybersecurity in
state government, launched the CyberMaryland Initiative, created
InvestMaryland, and established the Cybersecurity Roundtable. And
since taking office in 2007, the O’Malley-Brown Administration has
invested $84 million in emerging companies – including cybersecurity
and information assurance firms – through InvestMaryland and the
Maryland Venture Fund, and created the Cybersecurity Investment
Incentive Tax Credit, for which a total of $6 million has been authorized
to incentivize and support cyber companies in Maryland.
